Condemnation proceedings for the 
widening id' Central avenue by the 
acquisition of the sidewalk strip 
along the north side for about half a 
block east of Lima street were started 
last night by the adoption of ordi¬ 
nance No. lilt; |,y the city trustees. The 
trustees decided It would be better to 
let the matter take the regular course 
oi condemnation proceedings than to 
try to arbitrate with the Individual 
property owners and leave the board 
subject to criticism as to the price 
agreed upon. 

To pay for tile expenses of the street 
widening the ordinance provides for an 
assessment district which includes all 
property within half a block of Central 
Avenue between Baldwin and Sierra 
Aludre avenues. The assessments will 
be graduated aeeurdiiig to the propor¬ 
tional benefit conferred. 

Amend Highway Bill 
upon suggestion of George B. Mor- 
glidge the board voted to attempt to 
secure an amendment to Assembly Bill 
No. t;:t4 now before the legislature us a 
b< ginning towards securing state and 
county aid for the proposed Sierra 
Mudre highway across the mountains. 
The bill was introduced by Assembly¬ 
man Chamberlain and appropriates 
$190,0110 to be used with u sum ut least 
as large to be appropriated by Los 
Angeles county, fur the survey, loca¬ 
tion ami construction of a highway be¬ 
tween Los Angeles and the Antelope 
Valley by way of Mint Canyon, Arroyo 
Seeo canyon, or San Gabriel canyon. 
'I he amendment sought would Include 
the Big Santa Anita and Pine Flats 
route with the others and put Sierra 
Mudre on an equal footing with the 
others when the relative merits of the 
various routes are considered. 

Water Meter Deposits 
Some amendments to the water ordi¬ 
nance were adopted in Ordinance No. 
193. A minimum rate of $1 monthly 
is fixed for stores, with an allowance 
of 300 cubic feet. Where BOO cubic feet 
are used the rate will be $1.50 with the 
usual rate for excess of 5c per 100 feet. 

Meter deposits will hereafter be re¬ 
quired by the water department from 
consumers unless the contract is 
signed by the owner of the premises. 
The deposit to accompany applications 
for water connections Is fixed at $12 
for three-quarter inch lines and $20 
for two-inch lines. 

The ordinance for the declaration of 
the lower portion of the Sturtevant 
Trail as a public highway was adopted. 

Plans and spectllcations were adopt¬ 
ed for a concrete bridge or culvert for 
Mariposa avenue west of Lima street 
and the cltj engineer was instructed 
to obtain bids on the Job.

To the People of the First Supervis¬ 
orial District: 

Recognizing your right to know how 
your representative on the hoard of 
supervisors stands on everj question 
of county policy, and there being hon¬ 
est differences of opinion regarding the 
proposed purchase of an interest in 
the Monolith cement plant bv Los An¬ 
geles county, I submit herewith a 
statement of m.v reasons for believing 
that your interests demand that the 
county purchase a three-quarters in- 
lerest as proposed. 

Danger of Monopoly 

1. If the county does not join the 
city of l.os Angeles in taking over the 
plant, which must lie disposed of soon 
in order to settle up the aqueduct fund, 
tiiese important works will pass into 
private hands, leav ing consumers of 
cement in this part of California once 
more at the mercy of the manufactur¬ 
ers, and ending public ownership of 
this important utility for an indefinite 
period. Without doubt, the price of 
cement to cities, counties, contractors 
and other users of cement would at 
once lie heavily advanced. This would 
mean costlier paving and other public 
and private improvements and higher 
taxes. 1U fore the aqueduct manage¬ 
ment proposi d building this municipal 
cement plant, the cement manufactur- 
• rs dt mended $2.50 p i barrel for their 
product, and immediately afterward 
they reduced the price more than a 
dollar a barrel. The very existence of 
a single publicly owned cement plant 
has kept down the price of this most 
important building and construction 
material for all users. The aqueduct 
builders saved the city of Isis Angeles 
a million dollars by erecting and op¬ 
erating the plant, it has paid for itself 
once directly and several times indi¬ 
rectly. in benefits to the public. 

Plant Equipment 

2. The plant, which cost over $800,- 
000, is a gn at bargain at $550,000, the 
price at which it is offered. The ma¬ 
chinery is of llu most modern type 
manufactured by the Krupps of Ger¬ 
many: is in prime condition, better 
than new because thoroughly tested, 
and is housed in a gnat steel and gal¬ 
vanized Iron building. Its rapacity is 
1.200 barrels n day. and the property 
includes a practically unlimited supply 
of excellent limestone ruck, day and 
tufa, with abundant water on the 
premises. With the plant goes n great 
tract of 2.900 acres of mountain and 
valley land, of which 750 acres is under 
eultivation. the whole being used as a 

land, on

As it so happened, tlie two or three, 
women most active in promoting the 
League were very much given to run¬ 
ning to Cleveland to buy a large share 
of their clothing, hats, house furnish¬ 
ings, etc., and when the matter came 
up before the Business .Men's Associa¬ 
tion for endorsement several of tlie 
merchants present were of the opinion 
that this is 'll Id he a rare opportunity 
to give these women a well-merited 
r, Puk, After some discussion it was 
decided to appoint a committee to 
meet with the Indies and explain to 
them that owing to poor business con¬ 
ditions caused by so much money be¬ 
ing spent out of town it would be Im¬ 
possible for till- merchants to help 
them at that time.

3. The proposal that the county take 
a three-quarters interest and the city 
of I/us Angeles a quarter interest in 
the works is exceedingly advantageous 
to all concerned. The county's con¬ 
sumption of cement for road purposes 
Is likely to run from 150,000 to 200,000 
nnrrels per annum, in addition to large 
demands for storm drains and other 
uurposes; and the nearly forty cities 
of tlie county use immense quantities, 
not to mention uses in building. Public 
ownership of this large tract yvllt lie 
notice to the cement manufacturers 
that the cost of cement is known and 
that monopoly prices will not be tol¬ 
erated. The public ownership of .Mon¬ 
olith would be a good investment even 
If tlie plant were not operated, but 
simply held as a price corrective.

Clam Frappe. 

Wash two dozen clams thoroughly 
and put them in a stewpau with half 
a cup of cold water. Cover closely 
! and steam until the shells open. Strain 
the liquid and freeze to a mush. A 
I small amount may lie easily frozen in 
a baking powder can by setting it in a 
tin pail and packing with lee and salt 
i in equal pro|>ortions. The mixture will 
i freeze iu about half an hour and 

hould be stirred on e or twice during 
the freezing. Serve in glasses. 

Cold Meats Warmed en Casserole. 

Cold roast lamb. beef, veal, chicken, 
kidneys, etc., may lie heated up deli¬ 
ciously in the casserole. Heat any 
gravy that is left over to almost boil¬ 
ing point and then put iu slices of 
lamb or beef and let them get warmed 
through, iki not cook them, in the 
absence of gravy a rich beef juice 
could he used. For ttoiled or frieaseed 
chicken have ready some boiled rice 
and put this first tn the casserole. Take 
off the skin of tlie chicken and bone 
it: place the hits ou top of the rice, 
pour over gravy or bits of butter, add 
seasoning if needed and a dust of cur 
ry powder. Then cover ttie casserole 
and let the rice and chicken heat to 
the cooking point. When heating the 
lamb and beef slices the casserole must 
not lie covered, as the steam toughens 
the meat. 

Sweet Potato Surprise. 

Season two cupfuls of linked sweet 
potatoes that have been pressed 
through a colander with salt and pep 
per, and add a beaten egg and a little 
hot cream I'orm into balls, and Into 
each press a pitted prune into which 
two walnut meats have been forced. 
Tilts prune should not lie visible Dip 
ttie balls tn crumbs and egg. Then 
brown the potato balls in deep fat. 
drain and serve at or.ee. 

Lemon Meringue Pudding. 

Add a tablcspoonful of butter, n cup 
ul of sugar, two heaping teaspootifuls 
of cornstarch dissolved in a little cold 
water and the juice and gritted rind of 
two lemons to a quart of boiling wa¬ 
ter. Beat the yolks of three eggs and 
add to the boiling mixture. I’our into 
a baking disli and bake in a pan of 
water until the custard is set. Make 
a meringue of the whipped whites of 
the eggs and add two or three tabtt* 
spoonfuls uf granulated sugar, beat 
ing in well Brown, chill and serve. 


How Vinegar Works Like a Cleaning
